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St. Louis, April 9th.—Kyer since the 
railroad employes in East St. Louis ceased 
work in support of the striking Knights on 
the Gould southwestern system, rumors of 
riots and bloodshed have daily gained cir­ 
culation ; hut until to-day no serious con­ 
flict has occurred. To-day opened with 
but little prospect of serious trouble, al­ 
though some of the strikers intimated that 
the roads would find it less easy to run 
trains than they had anticipated, and early 
in the morning the yards presented an ani­ 
mated scene. Switch engines were run- 
nitig up trains, platform men were busy 
loading and unloading freight, and trains 
were arriving and departing without any 
interference. This condition of affairs 
continued until 
noon, a ad it was 
thought the day would pass without 
any 
demonstration by the 
strikers. 
At that hour, however, the trouble, 
which afterward grew to such alarming 
proportions, began. A number of striker^ 
without apparently having formed anv 
preconcerted plan, congregated at the relay 
depot 
and began the discussion of the 
general situation. As time passed their 
numbers was augmented, until the original 
knot of men had increased to fully 200. 
The discussion became animated, and the 
crowd more demonstrative, until some 
one 
proposed 
that 
they 
go 
to 
the Louisville and Nashville yards 
ami drive out the 
men employed 
there. 
A cry of 
• On to the Nashville 
yards' was caught up, and the crowd ad­ 
vanced. As they proceeded their numbers 
again increased, some joining the mob 
simply as spectators, while others were in 
full sympathy with the movement, until 
300 to 400 were advancing toward the yards. 
Arriving there, they swarmed into the 
yards and persuaded the men at wark to 
desert their posts. The crowd remained 
in the yards for some time, and although 
■onsiderable excitement prevailed no vio­ 
lence was resorted to. Just at this time, 
however, a Louisville and Nashville freight 
train was slowly passing, guarded by eight 
Deputy Sheriff’s, armed with Winchester 
rifles. In the meantime crowds of men, 
women and children had congregated 
■on Uroadwav, where the L. and N. 
tracks 
cross 
the street. and also 
upon Broadway bridge, which spans Chokia 
creek, and in the open space to the east. 
Just as the train reached the Broadway 
crossing the trouble began. The crowd on 
the bridge began to yell and jeer at the 
officers, and it is asserted that stones were 
thrown which struck two or three of them, 
and it is also said that a pistol was dis­ 
charged. The deputies immediately lev­ 
eled their rifles and fired 
TWO VOLLEYS INTO THE CROWD 
On the bridge with fatal effect, four men 
being killed and one woman mortally 
wounded. The dead are : Patrick L'ris- 
col. a Wabash station hand ; not a striker. 
Oscar Washington, a painter: not a striker. 
John Bonner, a coal m iner; not a striker. 
Major Rychman, a mill employe; not a 
striker. Mrs. 1’feffer, said to tie the wife of 
a striker, was shot in the back and mor­ 
tally wounded. The greatest excitement 
immediately prevailed, and pandemonium 
reigned. 
The crowd lied in every 
direction, and when the deputies re­ 
alized how fearful was the result ef 
their fire, they sought means of escape 
by rushing lor the bridge, with a 
view of fleeing to this city. At the ap­ 
proach, and just at the bridge tower on the 
east sitie, they were met by Mayor Joyce, 
City Clerk Canty and a third man. who 
seized the deputies’ guns and endeavored 
to turn them back. One of tlie deputies, 
in his terror, fired upon the trio, killing a 
man named C. E. Thompson, who stood 
between Joyce and Canty. Some shots were 
fired by the remaining deputies at the 
strikers, and all started over the bridge. 
THE SCENE ON TH E BRIDGE 
Was one of the wildest confusion and ex­ 
citement. Coal teams and other teams, 
with wagons.were galloping westward, anil 
their driversshouting to all pedestrians and 
teamsters to run back. Women and men 
on foot were running toward the city, wav­ 
ing back all they met, while immediately 
behind came the deputies, pursued by the 
vanguard of the crowd from East St. I.ouis. 
One of the frightened guards threw his gun 
into the river, while another hid his 
weapon in a wagon that was in full re­ 
treat. On arriving in this city, the depu­ 
ties went at once to the Chestnut-street 
police station, where, after stating the 
facts, they surrendered to the sergeant in 
charge, and were taken to Four Courts, 
where they were placed in custody, after 
giving the following names : P. G-. Hew­ 
lett, John Hague, Sam Jones, John F. 
Williams, C. Luster, Stewart Martin. Geo. 
Marnell and W. F. Laird. 
Some of the deputies who waited to es­ 
cape with those who tied to this city, were 
chased by the crowd into the freight ware 
houses and offices of the Louisville and 
Nashville. The warehouse was surrounded 
by an immense crowd, who hooted and 
yelled, and urged the men to attack the 
stronghold and drive the deputies out. 
Men went among the crowds urging others 
to procure arms and alioot all the deputies 
they could fiud. 
Some of the depu­ 
ties, watching their opportunity, slipped 
out and worked their way among the 
freight cars unobserved. A Louisville and 
Nashville freight car backed down along- 
aide the platform and took away the others 
to a place of safety. Two were sighted by 
the strikers who had procured arms, and 
were chased under the bridge. One of 
them was caught in front of Toney's house 
on the levee, and was beaten to death by 
the mob. Another was reported to have 
been shot as he was escaping under the ap­ 
proach to the bridge. The other deputies 
escaped unharmed. 
AN INCENDIARY AfPKAL. 
About half an hour after the shooting an 
excited and angry mob gathered fli the 
square between the City Hall and the jw> 
lioe station. A man named Dwyer, a gam­ 
bler, in no way connected with the strike, 
became tlie center of the crowd, who 
•cheered the incendiary statements which 
he uttered, lie urged the men to “ hang 
and kill,” and was in the midst of an ap­ 
peal to the mob to follow him to 
the Ohio and Mississippi depot, to hunt for 
the Deputy Sheriffs, when John W. Hayes, 
a member of tlie General Executive Com­ 
mittee of the Knights of Labor, and an­ 
other Kuight of Labor, named Brown, ar­ 
rived from this side. Mr. Brown, who 
travels with the General Board in the ca­ 
pacity of Knights of Labor Organizer, 
mounted the stairs leading to the police 
station and yelled at the mob for attention, 
but the infuriated men answered him with 
Hang tlie curs!” ” Kill them!" Mr 
Hayes, who was standing at Mr, Brown’s 
side, turned to a prominent Knight and 
asked him to introduce Mr. Brown to the 
mob as a representative of the General 
Executive Committee. The man replied, in 
a frightened manner, '' If I .do they 
will hang me.” Brown turned on him 
and said: “ Yes, and if you don't they 
ought to hang you.” Then turning to the 
mob, which kept up the cry to “ Kill kill 
and burn,” Brown began 
AN IMPASSIONED APPEAL 
For quiet, law and order, and by sheer 
force of his earnestness riveted the atten­ 
tion of the crowd, but only for a few min­ 
utes at a time, for they would break away 
from the spell of his eloquence and take 
up their revolutionary yells. He said: 


" Men and Brothers For God's sake keep [ One, Charles Stepp, had a double-barreled 
quiet. 1 implore you, in the name of h u -| gun. Another, Cook, a ticked agent, was 
inanity, in the name of the great Order of ! intoxicated and abusive, and locked up in 
the Knights of Labor, in the name ot the bridge ticket office. A stro'ng guard 
every law, both of the Order and , was placed at the round-house atoops, and, 
obtaining an engine and car, Williams and 
four prisoners were brought to the city 
Everything is quiet this morning. Wil­ 
liams* condition is pronounced critical. 
He is *a well-known man, and very pop- 
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your country, to restrain yourselves, and 
do no violence. Remember that you 
are our sworn brothers. Do not forget that 
you are Knights, and that you are pledged 
to obey the laws of the Order and com­ 
mands of the committeemen.” At this 
point Dwyer broke in with, “ Yes, why 
don’t you talk for Jay Gonld and be done 
with it ? They shot our men, and you ask 
us to be quiet. I say bang them.” The 
crowd took up the words, “ Burn, kiil and 
shoot.” Brown pointed his linger at Dwyer 
and asked him, “Are you a Knight of La­ 
bor?” Dwyer dodged the question and 
yelled on, “ Kill the brutes.” “Are you a 
Knight of Labor, I ask,” said Brown. 
“ No,” answered Dwyer, “ but I’m with 
them on everything, you can bet.’ 
“ I 
knew 
that 
you were not a 
Knight,” said Brown; “ I knew that 
no Knight would talk as you do. Again, 
brothers, I appeal to you to be calm, and 
disperse to your homes. If you will not 
obey our laws, remember you are fore­ 
sworn—that you are no longer Knights of 
Labor. Brothers, 1 beg of you, do nothing 
rash. What, oh ! what will the Knights of 
the country think of yon? CL ! what will 
the whole world think of our great Order ? 
Don’t forget how hard we have worked to 
build up our Order. Oh! do not tear it 
down in ruins by a rasli act. All men who 
incite you to strife are not true Knights of 
Labor. They are worse than the detectives 
of the railroad, who are trying to hunt you 
down. Shun them, shun them as you 
would a murderer.” 
OTHER SPEECHES. 
While Mr. Brown was speaking com­ 
mitteeman Hayes walked excitedly up and 
down the platform, exclaiming in a de­ 
spairing manner, “ Oh! my. God! my 
God ! I wish this had not happened.” Hi's 
eyes were watery, and he was almost cry­ 
ing, when he addressed the mob after 
Brutvn’s harangue. His voice failed, and 
he was obliged to pause for utterance. 
Hayes’ speech was of the same tenor as 
Brown’s, as was also that of Mr. O'Neil’s, 
wlio followed Hayes. Casper Heep, an­ 
other prominent Knight, who had arrived 
in the meantime, was busy among the 
crowd trying upon the more excited in­ 
dividuals arguments which the committee­ 
men were urging from the platfrom. 
A few of the more violent strikers, afer 
arming themselves, announced their inten­ 
tion of attacking the deputies on guard at 
the Ohio and Mississippi yard-, and ad­ 
vanced in that direction. When near tlie 
yards they were met by several deputies 
and fired upon, killing, ’as they sav. one of 
their number. 
THE MAYOR’S EFFORTS. 
After a while the temper of the mob 
cooled down, and they dispersed with 
threats to avenge the deaths caused by the 
deputies. Mayor Joyce, after liis encounter 
with the deputies on the bridge, after he 
had attempted to arrest then in their 
flight, went through the excited crowds 
to his office. Ha attempted to calm 
the men, but found it useless. 
The 
streets and sidewalks were crowded 
with women and men, rushing in 
every direction. Reaching his office about 
an hour after the shooting, lie at once 
issued a proclamation to close all the sa­ 
loons, and warning women and minors to 
keep off the streets. He was scon with 
Messrs. Bailey and Hayes, of the Knights 
of Labor, who were urging him to do all 
in liis power to calm the men. He said 
that he had notified the Governor two 
weeks ago. but that lie had done nothing, 
and that he was utterly powerless. 
THE GOVERNOR NOTIFIED. 
At noon to-day Sheriff Roquiequet sent 
the following dispatch to the Governor : 
A mobot 200 men have invested the entrance 
to the Louisville and Nashville Y ards and 
sto p p ed employes of the road. When com­ 
m a n d e d by me and my deputies to disperse they 
hooted a n d derided me a n d my posse, and a p ­ 
plied epithets to me, a n d refused to disperse in 
the presence of the city police officers. With 
th e force at my disposal I cannot preserve th e 
peace find afford protection to the railroad 
companies. Under the circumstances, I in te n d 
to send my posse to their homes. I hereby in­ 
voke the aid of the State for militia, sufficient 
to aid in the execution of the law and the pro­ 
tection i>f property. I will forward a written 
request for militia by the next mail. 
SHERIFF R ol’IF.qVET. 
During the shooting Sheriff Ropiequet 
sent the following dispatch : 
it. J. Oglesby, Springfield: A mob is concentrat­ 
ing, with rifles and guns, to storm the Louisville 
and Nashville freight house. One man killed 
on the bridge. Danger imminent. 
To this the Governor replied : 
Your telegram received 2 p. m. I have given 
orders for a militia force to report at once, 
under command of a Colonel who will be on the 
ground to take charge of the forces. Several 
companies, possibly eight or more, will go. 
You will have a reliable force upon which to 
depend. 1 will instruct the Colonel to report to 
you, and must ask of each of you great care ami 
earnestness in your councils and co-operation 
with tlie officers in command of the force. If 
General Vancc can leave here on the afternoon 
train, will send him down. I’lease keep this 
dispatch for the present to yourself. Will com 
munirate with you more fully in writing. Keep 
me advised of important events until tile ar­ 
rival of the militia 
EAST ST. LOUIS IN FLAMES. 
St. Louis, April 9th.—At 4:45 to-night 
a lire started in East St. Louis, and at this 
hour it is reported that the freight houses 
and railroad property are being fired. The 
fire department from St. Louis is being 
hurried across the bridge, and considerable 
excitement prevails. The river banks are 
thronged with people. 
VERY LATEST FROM THE “ SEAT OF W AR.” 
St. Louis, April 10th—a. m.—About 11 
o’clock a tire broke out in the Cairo Short 
Line yard at the lower end of the island, 
ami meager reports from there at midnight 
says thiee or four cars were burned, 
but no other damage was done. Two 
fire engines and Babcock extinguishers 
were sent over from here soon alter llie fire 
in the Louisville and Nashville yard, and 
it was through their assistance that no more 
property was destroyed. 
Three more militia companies from 
Springfield, and one from Carlinville, came 
in about midnight. 
The Louisville and Nashville freight- 
house is now guarded by troops, and a 
company will no doubt be’ sent to the Cairo 
Short Liue. 
FREIGHT BEING MOVED IN THE WABASH 
YARD.

St. Louts, April 9th.—The foreman of 
the Wabash yard at East St. Louis, where 
men went out yesterday ill support of the 
Knights of Labor, telegraphed to Moberly 
last night for new men to fill the places, 
and this morning there arrived from that 
city eighteen switchmen and yardmen. 
They were immediately put to work mov­ 
ing blockaded freight in the Wabash yards, 
and everything is now moving along as

TIIE CASES OF THE STRIKERS AT EL PASO 
E l P aso (Tex.) April 9th.—In the United 
States Circuit and District Court yesterday 
Judge Turner called up the eases against 
the railroad strikers who have been charged 
with lately destroying railroad property at 
Toyah, Tex., belonging to the Texas Pacific 
Railroad, while in the hands of the receiv­ 
ers appointed by tlie Federal Courts. The 
cases of Fred. Giroux, Edward Wales and 
J. H. Humes were disposed of, the defend 
ants pleading guilty. They stated that they 
had been unaware of the" nature of their 
offenses or of the consequences. They are 
dependant upon their daily labor for bread, 
bad only lately been married, and bad al­ 
ready been at much trouble and expense 
They threw themselves on tlie mercy of 
the Court. J udge Turner took the case un­ 
der advisement till to-day. Another de­ 
fendant, C. B. Van Horn, pleaded not 
guilty. He had affidavits to show that he 
was not present when the crime was com­ 
mitted. The charge against him had been 
made by C. F. Miller, yardmaster at Toyab, 
who coupled in an affidavit the name of 
Van Horn with that of the other defend­ 
ants. Buck and Neil were the attorneys 
for the defendants, while Davis prosecuted 
for the railroad company. Van Horn’s 
case will be decided to-day. 
SENTENCES OF TH E STRIKERS. 
E l P aso (Tex.), April 9th.—In the Fed­ 
eral Court, now holding a session at El 
Paso, a number of strikers who had de­ 
stroyed Texas and Pacific property at To­ 
yah, Tex., were sentenced to-day. The 
sentences imposed were light, as the de­ 
fense had pleaded guilty and threw them­ 
selves on the mercy oí the Court. C. B. 
Van Horn was discharged. Ed ward Wailes, 
J. S. Hume, Joseph Smith, Robert Wren, 
James Wilder. Jeff'. Scarborough and F. R. 
Girioux were sentenced to ninety days’ im­ 
prisonment, and Charles G. Mott to sixtv 
days. 
PATRIOTIC PRISONERS. 
After being sent to jail, the prisoners 
sent the following communication to Judge 
Turner; “ We appeal to you as a favor to 
make our sentence so that wo will be free 
to celebrate the great national holiday of 
the United States, as we are all citizens of 
the United States, and have celebrated the 
great day from the time of our birth. We 
would not like to have this one pass by 
being confined in a prison. We appreciate 
your kindness so far, and hoping this may 
meet with your approval, we remain yours, 
etc.” Signed by Hume, Wilder, Girioux, 
Wales, Wren, Mott, Smith and Scar­ 
borough. Upon receipt of this document, 
the Judge moderated their sentence, so as 
to expire on the last day of June. 
STRIKERS INDICTED FOR MURDER. 
F ort W orth (Tex.), April 9th.—The 
Grand Jury to-day returned indictments 
against Titos. Nace, the striker who was 
wounded in last Saturday’s fight, and Ed­ 
ward Shaw, who hauled the strikers to the 
battlefield, charging them with murder in 
the first degree. 
An indictment was 
also found against M. M. Leavin, Dis­ 
trict Master Workman of Assembly 78, 
Kniglits of Labor, charging him with be­ 
ing accessory to murder. Bail was fixed at 
$0,000 in each case. 
SECRETARY TURNER INTERVIEW ED. 
Scranton (I’a.), April 9th.— Frederick 
Turner, Secretary and Treasurer of the 
Knights of Labor, arrived in this city this 
morning to make his official report to 
Grand Master Workman Powderly. Mr. 
Turner was asked this afternoon : “ Do 
you think the strike at St. Louis will be 
settled soon ?”

Rem oval of tlie C aptured A paches, 
E l P aso (Tex.), April 9th.—Mysteri­ 
ously, and with great secrecv, a party of 
travelers passed through El Paso Wednes- 
dry night towards the cast over tlie South­ 
ern Pacific ¡sunset route. It consisted of 
the Apache chief Nana and twenty-eight 
bucks, with a large escort of Federal sol­ 
diers. Their destination it is impossible to 
find ont, but it was either Fort Pulaski, 
near Savannah, Ga., or Fort Marion, near 
St. Augustine, Fla. Tlie reason for thus 
secretly removing the captured hostiles 
from the reservation is obvious.

M ysterious Affair. 
Chicago, April 9th.—The Daily News 
this evening publishes a startling article 
from dispatches received front Sandusky, 
Ohio, in connection with the burning of 
the bufl'et-car on the Lake Shore and Mich­ 
igan Southern Railway yesterday. The 
article relates that contrary to the first re­ 
ports, that two corpses, which were being 
shipped East, were totally consumed, the 
bodies were in reality only partly destroyed. 
The bodies were those of Mrs. Jennie Net- 
tleton and her babe, en route from St. Paul 
to Newport, Conn. 
Mr. Nettleton was 
aboard the train, and when he made ex­ 
amination be found that a diamond ring, 
worth several thousand dollars, which lie 
liad placed on his wife’s linger before her 
body was shipped, hail disappeared. No 
trace lias been found, and Sir. Nettleton 
otlered $1,000 reward lor its recovery. He 
is having the matter investigated. The 
suspicious feature is that Mr. Nettleton re­ 
mained in ignorance of the catastrophe 
until the train reached Cleveland, where 
he declared the train men told him the 
bodies were entirely consumed. 
Rood W ork by the A ssociated Press

W ashington, April 9th.-Representative 
Mcwrow has received a letter from Secre­ 
tary ^ayafd, in response to his rejoinder 
in the maJter of the transit of Chinese 
Iiiborcrs across the United Stales, and 
Planting out the discrepancy between tlie 
figures stated by Mr. Buvard in his first 
letter und those officially reported bv the 
customs officers.

Trevelyan in 1*82 was Mr. Gi’ad- 
stones Chief Secretare for Ireland, suc­ 
ceeding Sir Frederick Cavendish. Trev el- 
yan is the son and heir of Sir Chari'es 
Edward Trevelyan, Bart., IC. C. B„ a i- 
Governor of Madras. His mother was a 
sister ot Lord Macaulay, lie was born Jufv 
20. 18.38, at Rothley Temple, Leicestershire, 
and was educated at Harrow and Trinity 
College. Cambridge. In 1868 lie was made 
Civil Lord of the Admiralty, bat resigned 
in 18,0 “on a point of conscience connected 
with the Government education bill.” In 
Mr. Gladstone's Cabinet in 1882 lie was 
Secretary to tbe Admiralty, and in the 
present Government was Secretary for 
Scotland.

Mokelia, Mexico, March 28,1888. 
Among the many excursions which may 
be made from Morelia, one of the mo3t ile- 
ilglitfol is to Patzcuaro—a picturesque lake 
about thirty miles in circumference, with a 
town of the same name upon its northern 
border, containing some 12,000 inhabitants. 
The distance from Morelia to Patzcuaro is 
fort}' miles, and two lines of diligencias 
make the journey three times a week for 
the small consideration of two dollars. The 
scenery en route is most romantic, but the 
highway—paved with basaltic bowlders, on 
account of tropical rains, which would oth­ 
erwise make it impassable during half the 
year—is one of the worst in Mexico, and 
that means beyond the power of the un­ 
traveled imagination to conceive, roads to 
which a Michigan “ corduroy” and a Flor­ 
ida swamp are smooth in comparison. 
Perhaps no spot in the country better de­ 
serves the name of “ primitive Mexico” 
than the region of Lake Patzcuaro. Hum­ 
boldt, who visited it first in 1803, says it is 
the most beautiful place on earth. The 
word Patzcuaro. in the Tarase dialect, 
means “ Place of Pleasure.” and we are 
told that in early days the old city was the 
favorite resort of the Indian Kings of Mi- 
choacan, after the conquest becoming the 
capital of the province. There is a large 
Indian population hereabouts, who still 
speak the Tarase language, but in their 
looks aud customs closely resemble the 
Pueblos of New Mexico and Arizona. 
THE TOWN or PATZCUARO 
Lies about 7,000 feet above the sea and a 
couple of miles from the lake. Its streets 
are narrow, stony and winding, and its one- 
storied adobe houses very small, dingy and 
uninviting; but its plazas and public prom- 
inades are ample and well shaded, and the 
people—very sensibly in this climate— 
spend most of their lives out of doors. The 
view, as we approach by the hilly stage 
road, is most charming. JJelow us lies the 
old town, where Indian nmnurchs feasted 
in barbaric splendor five hundred years 
ago; and beyond, surrounded by densely 
timbered mountains, is the lonely lake, its 
surface dotted by little islands covered with 
white-wailed houses, reminding one forci­ 
bly of the famous.Lago Maggiore. In the 
outskirts we come to an old church bearing 
date 1522, so mossy and overgrown, that it 
looks like a bird's nest perched among the 
trees. This little sanctuary, still used bv 
the neighboring Indians, who are all now 
devoutly Roman Catholic, was erected by 
the conqueror upon the exact spot where 
his Majesty of Michoacan came out to 
meet the Spaniards when they entered this 
territory, and here the future allies vowed 
eternal friendship and mutual assistance. 
When the diligencia comes rattling into 
town all the idle and curious Patzcuarians 
come forth to see—those who are not al­ 
ready upon the streets, crowding their bal­ 
conies and the roofs of their houses. A 
foreigner creates an especial sensation, for 
comparatively few have penetrated so far 
from the ordinary lines of travel. When 
we set out to take a look at the old 
churches, and to stray through the market 
portales and other points of interest, we 
are followed by a crowd ofboys—respectful 
it is true, but as full of eager interest as if 
Iiarnum’s menagerie bad been let loose 
among them ; and in the evening, when we 
modestly venture out of the gloomy little 
inn to 
THE MOON-LIGHTED TLAZA, 
Where all the town are congregated, we 
have an embarrassing sense of being the 
cynosure of all eyes, though everybody 
treats us with the greatest deference* We 
thought it might be the peculiarity of our 
attire whch excited so much attention (we 
wore the plainest aud most serviceable 
traveling suits to be bought in New York), 
and so left off our bonnets next day, and 
•wound the universal rebosa around our 
heads aud shoulders ; but that only made 
matters worse. As a rule the better classes 
of Patzcuarians are of fairer complexions 
and have more color in their cheeks than 
natives of the City of Mexico. Thisisowing 
partly to the climate being cooler and more 
humid, and doubtless partly because at the 
capital everybody who is well-to-do rides, 
while here—carriages being a thing un­ 
known—much exercise imparts the glow 
of health. Patzcuaro is celebrated in the 
history of modern Mexico as being the 
burial place of the first Rishop of Mich­ 
oacan, the good Basco de Quiroga, who 
lived and died at the Vurapa. He was bene­ 
factor of these Tarascan I ndians and did 
much to rescue them from the state of utter 
degradation into which they fell under the 
oppression of the Conquistadores. He not 
only preached morality, but encouraged in­ 
dependent industry among them by assign­ 
ing to each village its particular branch of 
commerce. Tints, one was soon noted for 
its manufacture of saddles, another for its 
shoes,another for bateos (painted trays), and 
so on. Every useful institution, of wbich 
some traces still remain among them, is 
due to this excellent prelate, and the In­ 
dians still cherish his memory among the 
numerous saints that demand their ven­ 
eration. From earliest times Patzcuaro has 
been celebrated for its mosaic work, made 
from the delicate and beautiful feathers of 
picaflores (humming-birds), wbich the 
Tarascans call huitzitzilins. All the an­ 
cient writers upon Mexico have been en­ 
thusiastic in praise of this feather-work, 
which was nowhere brought to such per­ 
fection as in Patzcuaro. Cortez described 
THE FEATHER CLOAK8 OF MONTEZUMA 
And his nobles, and a few faded and tat­ 
tered specimens of the same date may still 
be seen in the museums. We are told that 
it is now more than half a century since a 
real artist in feathers lived anywhere in 
Mexico, and the ancient art is altogether 
lost. However, many of its imitators re­ 
si le in the vicinity of Patzcuaro, mostly 
among the Indians on Ike lake islands. 
The nuns of Sajita Catarina (a convent of 
the city whose inmates wore white cotton 
dresses and black Indian rebosas instead of 
vails), did much of this intricate work a 
few years ago. The nuns arc now banished 
from Mexico, as are all of their order: but 
we bought some specimens of their work 
from the old church adjoining the nun­ 
nery, which bears date 1530, and is rich in 
gilding and quaint wood-carving. Several 
persons were employed in each feather- 
painting, and it was a work requiring ex­ 
traordinary skill, patience and nicety in 
the blending of the colors and the arraign­ 
ment of the plumage. First, the sketch of 
the figure was made, and, the proportions 
being measued, each artist took charge of 
one particular part of the figure or its dra­ 
pery. When each had finished his share, 
all the different parts were reunited to form 
the perfect picture. The feathers were first 
taken up on some soft substance with the 
utmost care, and fastened upon a piece of 
canvas or woolen with someglutinous mat­ 
ter. Then, when different parts were united, 
the whole was placed on a plate of copper 
and gentfV polished till the surface became 
quite eqiial. when they appeared like the 
most beautiful paintings ; or, according to 
one of the early historians, ” more exqui­ 
site than any painting, from the splendor 
and liveliness of the colors, the bright 
golden-blue and crimson tints of the birds 
and the softness of the plumage.” The 
specimens which we found for sale were all 
of saints and angels, defective in sketch and 
exaggerated in “costume, but beautiful in 
coloring, and quite fine enough to prove 
that the 
EXCELLENCE OF THE ANCIENT ARTISTS 
Has not been overstated. One. wbich ap­ 
peared to be the pride of the collection, and 
cost us the (to them) enormous sum of two 
dollars and a half, represents Santa Guada- 
loupe. the creole mother of God, as she ap­ 
peared to the Indian Juan Diego on the 
summit of the lonely mountain Tepryacac. 
Her feet resting upon a cherub's head, her 
dark olive complexion, her rose-colored 
gown, bine mantle studded with stars, and 
the golden rays surrounding her, are all 
faithfully portrayed in tiny feathers; but 
the face has a most comicailv facetious ex­ 
pression, the virgin being actually winking 
with one eye. and we observed that the 
several artists had apparently changed her 


legs, making her deplorably “ pigeon toed." 
while one hand was put on-up side down 1 
Speaking of the feather-work of the an­ 
cients, Prescott says: “ The art in which 
they most delighted was their plumage, 
with which they could produce all the effect 
of a beautiful mosaic. The gorgeous plu­ 
mage of the tropical birds, especially of the 
parrot tribe, afforded every variety of color; 
and the fine down of the humming-bird, 
which reveled in swarms among the hon­ 
eysuckle bowers of Mexico, supplied them 
with soft, aerial tints that gave an exqui­ 
site finish to the picture. The feathers, 
pasted on a fine cotton web, were wrought 
into dresses for the wealthy, hangings for 
apartments and ornaments for the tem­ 
ples. No one of the American fabrics ex­ 
cited such admiration in Europe, whither 
numerous specimens were sent by the con­ 
querors. It is to be regretted that so grace­ 
ful an art sliould have bpen suffered to fall 
into decay.” Count Carli, in raptures 
with a specimen of feather-painting which 
he saw in Strasbourg, said : “ Never did I 
behold anything so exquisite for brilliancy 
and nice gradation of coloring, and for 
beauty of design. No European artist could 
have made such a thing!’ Sahaguan, in 
his Historia de Nueva-Espana, adds: 
“ There is still one place. Patzcuaro, where, 
according to Bustamante, they preserve 
among the Indians some knowledge of this 
interesting art, though it is practiced on a 
very limited scale and at great cost.” 
THE PLUMAGE 
Which is sold to-day on the streets and in 
the shops of the City of Mexico, isa poor 
imitation of that in Montezuma’s time, 
but yet is wonderful, both for beauty and 
cheapness. Instead of being interwoven 
with cotton web, as in the old days, the 
feathers are put together in various forms, 
generally those of birds, and attached to 
card-boards. One may buy gorgeous and 
perfect imitations of every specimen of the 
feathered tribe, life-size or on a reduced 
scale, for from fifty cents to a dollar, and 
the tourist can take bom no more satis­ 
factory souvenir of Mexico, both ancient 
and modern, nor which will give more 
pleasure afterwards when appropriately 
framed and hung in the home parlor. 
The historian, writing on the golden age 
of the Mexican, four centuries ago, thus de­ 
scribes the uniforms of the Aztec soldiers : 
“ The dress of the higher warriors was 
picturesque and often magnificent. Their 
bodies were covered with a close vest of 
quilted cotton, so thick as to be impenetra­ 
ble to the light missiles of Indian warfare. 
This garment was so light and serviceable 
that it was adopted by the Spaniards. The 
wealthier chiefs sometimes wore, instead of 
this cotton mail, a cuirass made of thin 
plates of gold or silver. Over it was thrown 
a surcoat of the gorgeous feather-work in 
which they excelled. Their helmets were 
sometimes of wood, fashioned like the 
heads of wild animals, and sometimes of 
silver, on the top of which waved a panache 
of variegated plumes, sprinkled with preci­ 
ous stones and ornaments of gold. They 
also wore collars, bracelets and earrings of 
the same materials.” Tbe national Aztec 
standard, which has been compared to the 
ancient Roman, displayed in its embroid­ 
ery of gold and feather-work, the armorial 
ensigns of tiie State. These were signifi­ 
cant of its name, which—as the names of 
both persons and places were borrowed 
from some material object—was easily ex­ 
pressed hv hieroglyphical symbols. Their 
armies were divided into bodies of eight 
thousand men, and these again into com­ 
panies of four hundred, each with its own 
commander. The companies and the great 
chief's had also their appropriate banners 
and devices, and the gaudy hues of their 
many-colored plumes must have given a 
dazzling splendor to the spectacle as they 
marched, singing, to battle.

H ousehold O rnam entation. 
All the ornamentation of the dinner table 
is high—high candlesticks, high vases, high 
glasses fur the flowers, and tall glass com- 
potiers. Salt-cellars are looking up ; and a 
favorite device is a silver vase, about two 
inches high, with a shell for salt. 
Silver and silver-gilt dishes, having been 
banished for five years, are now reasserting 
their pre-eminent fitness for the modern 
dinner table. People grew tired of silver 
and banished it to the plate chest. Now ail 
the old pieces are being burnished up and 
reappearing; and happy the hostess who 
has some real old Queen Anne. As the 
silver dollar loses caste the silver soup tu­ 
reen, or, as the French say, the sonpiere 
(and it is a good word), rises in fashion, 
and the teapot of our graudmotbers re­ 
sumes its honored place. 
A new sofa pillow is shaped like a huge 
egg, with a large bow on each end. One of 
black plush is very handsome, with large 
pink rases upon it, with bows of pink satin 
ribbon upon the ends and lining of the 
sarpe. 
If you area thrifty housewife, you should 
have a rag bag. aud we will tell you Low to 
make one. Take a strip of material the 
size of an ordinary chair back, linen or 
woolen stuff will do ; embroider it at one 
end and fringe it, turfi over the other end 
and work it to match, so that two rows of 
fringe and work appear one above the 
other. Sew a piece of muslin at the back 
to make the bag and some rings at the top, 
through which run cork; hang it on the 
wall of a sewing-room, and put scraps in it. 
Old straw hats form a pretty receptacle 
for carrying work around in. The Leghorn 
flats are tbe best to make use of, although 
any large shade bat can be made to answer 
tbe purpose. The outside of tbe brim is 
covered with a trailing spray of wild roses, 
marguerites, and forget-me-nots worked in 
the long Kensington stitch, a band of rib­ 
bon is passed around the crown and tied in 
a bow on the side. A bag top of satin is 
sewed to the inside of the brim and drawn 
in at the top with narrow ribbons, which 
also serve to carry it on the arm ; the in­ 
side of the crown should be neatly lined 
with a piece of the satin used for the bag 
top.Pincushions are made in a variety of 
forms, and vary in size from five to twelve 
inches; they are usually filled with bran. 
Small gilt baskets are converted into pin­ 
cushions by being filled and stuffed, the 
tops covered with satin. There is a fashion 
just now for long, narrow cushions, say 
fourteen inches long and four incites wide, 
embroidered in silks or satins, and edged 
with lace and cord. The Siamese twin 
cushion is a novelty; it is two square 
cushions united just at one corner, with a 
looping of ribbon across the joining, so that 
they appear like a bow, the cushions each 
forming a loop. Another novelty is a sort 
of cupflower, made of cardboard, covered 
with thin silk, having tiny floral sprays all 
over; in this cup a red silk pincushion is 
inserted. Another novelty is a pincushion 
like a miniature puffed ottoman, the two 
cushions placed corner wise across the other; 
they are made in oriental-patterned silk 
and edged with gold cord. 
A piece of wood with a cigar box at one 
end, having a place cut for the face of a 
shabby clock, the shelf and box covered 
with plush, velvet, or felt, makes a pre­ 
sentable ornament at a trifling cost. 
A small barrel is a capital receptacle for 
soiled linen instead of a hamper. Have it 
well cleaned and lined with chintz, the 
outside should be either painted or covered 
with Turkey red embroidered with sprays ; 
the lid must be covered or painted to cor­ 
respond. 
Co-operative 
Agriculture. — The 
Knights of Labor of Minnesota have 
taken a new departure in the formation of 
a co-operative land association, which has 
bought 700 acres of land in Crow Wing 
county, and secured a contract for the 
reservation by the railroad for future pur­ 
chase of the remainder of the township in 
wbich they have located. Upon the land 
so secured the experiment or co operative 
farming will be tried upon a wholly new 
plan. The Knights of Labor will send out, 
from time to time, families to colonize the 
farm. The colonists will be organized and 
incorporated as the Pioneer Co-operative 
Company. The best wishes of all men 
concerned in the good of the laboring 
classes will attend the venture. Co-oper­ 
ative industry, when successfully inaugu­ 
rated, is one of the most potent agencies in 
the settlement of the great problems which 
recent events have forced upon the atten­ 
tion of the country.—[Minneapolis Journal.

D escription of n B eautiful M ountain I.ake 
and a Trout H atchery. 
In a letter from H. Woodson, of Alturas, 
to Hon. A. U. Dibble, Secretary of the Fish 
Commission, the following description of 
Lake Annie, in Modoc county, appears : 
“ This gem of the mountains is formed by 
an old ocean bar, which has been thrown 
across the mouth of a canyon a little to the 
southeast of Mount Bidwell, making a dam 
200 or 300 feet high. The waters running 
from the eastern side of Mount Bidwell are 
thus caught and held, their only means of 
escape being by percolation through a 
gravel bar nearly a quarter of a mile in 
thickness. The waters thus held foim a 
beautiful lake of forty-five acres, with an 
average depth of fifteen feet, teeming with 
insect life. The trout planted therein are 
the California brook trout, or rainbow 
trout. Tfie largest caught so far weighed 
eight pounds, which is large enough. Tbe 
habits of the California brook trout, as I 
have studied them, differ from those of the 
Eastern trout, if their habits are correctly 
reported, and X think, when generally un­ 
derstood, will make them much more 
popular and desirable. My hatchery 
is 
situated 
on 
one of 
tbe two 
splendid streams that are formed by the 
escaping waters of the lake, after it has 
percolated through the gravel bar. A dam 
raises the water nearly two feet above the 
tioor. A two-incli gas-pipe conducts it 
into a distributing box. From the box 
tbe water is conducted into the batching- 
troughs, which are made of pine boards, 
surfaced, ten feet in length, eleven inches 
in width and five inches in depth, painted 
inside with coal-tar. Hatching trays are 
made of half-inch square hard wood, with 
screen-wire tacked on one side, and painted 
also with coal-tar. The coal-tar prevents 
the eggs from adhering to the wire, and 
also prevents to a great extent the forma­ 
tion of byssus. The trays have shingle 
nails driven into the under side to hold 
them up so the water can circulate over and 
under the eggs, and in that way I can have 
several trays, one on top of the other. In 
April the fish ascend the little streams that 
feed the lake, for the purposojof spawning. 
When I find a good number are ripe I take 
a net and. with an assistant, net the streams 
and examine the fish, rejecting the 
unripe und placing the ripe in a 
pool where they can be caught in 
a very short time. When ready, 1 place 
them in a wagon and drive rapidly to tbe 
hatchery, about three-quarters of a mile 
distant. On arrival at the hatchery they 
are not quite all dead, and those dead have 
not been so to exceed ten minutes. They 
are then spawned rapidly, fertilized, and 
placed either in trays or batching baskets 
in tbe troughs. I have better success in 
this way than spawning alive, as it is done 
so quickly, and none have been dead long 
enough to injure the spawn. The tempera­ 
ture of the water is 52°. The young trout 
begin to come out in twenty-six days. The 
umbilical sack is absorbed in from two to 
three weeks.”

ing, which were adopted; 
Yv iiekKas, The people of the State of Califor­ 
nia, w ith an unanim ity of sentim ent unpar­ 
alleled in hi8i‘Vry; are opposetMo the presence 
of Chinese ia their m idst, and kfé Iff-owheop­ 
posed to the further immigration of that race 
into the United States: and, whereas, this op­ 
position is not of sudden growth, but is the re­ 
sult of more than thirty years' experience; and, 
whereas, the history of all countries w here the 
Chinese have been perm itted to reside among 
other races is a precise counterpart of our own ; 
and, whereas,the evils arising from the presence 
of the Chinese arc : 
First—Their coming is an invasion and not 
an immigration. 
Second—They have no families or homes 
among us. 
Tliird—Their domestic relations and mode of 
life are such as forever to preclude their assimi­ 
lation with our people. 
Fourth—By education and customs they are 
antagonistic to a republican form of govern­ 
m ent. 
Fifth—They m aintain in our midst secret tri­ 
bunals In defiance of our laws. 
Sixth—The presence of so m any adult males, 
owing allegiance to a foreign Government not 
in sym pathy with our own, is dangerous to the 
peace and welfare of our people. 
Seventh—They deter laboring m en from com­ 
ing and perm anently settling in our State. 
Eighth—The contract system by which thev 
com eto this country is virtually a system of 
peonage, hostile to American institutions. 
Ninth—Their presence prevents the growth of 
a reliable labor element among the young of our 
own race of people. 
Tenth—After subsisting principally upon food 
produced in their own country, they remit 
nearly all of their entire earnings, amounting to 
m any m illions annually, to China. While the 
substitution of American labor would retain 
this vast sum of money in our own country. 
For these and other reasons they are a con­ 
stant and growing source ot iiritation and 
danger to our State, and the interests of our peo­ 
ple and peace of our country’ require that their 
immigration be speedily stopped, and every 
lawful means be adopted to remove those now 
here ; therefore, be it 
Resohvd, That it is the duty of Congress to 
take immediate action in the premises, and so 
modify the Burlingame Treaty as to effectually 
prohibit this Chinese immigration, aud to pro­ 
hibit those who are now here from returning 
whenever they shall leave this country. 
Resolved, That the interests of the State of 
California aud the peace and welfare of the 
State dem and that the presence of Chinese 
among us should be discouraged, and in every’ 
instance preference should be given to white 
labor ; and we appeal to the people ol Dutch 
Flat aud vicinity to assist each other in an ef­ 
fort to carry out this resolution by the use of all 
lawful means. 
Resolved, That we view with regret the means 
adopted by the late State Convention, assembled 
at Sacramento on the 10th day of March, 1886 : 
that to adopt the “ boycott ” we consider an un­ 
lawful means of curing the evil complained of, 
is to invoke a remedy that will in the end be 
injuriously felt much more than the presence of 
Chinese among us : that the “ boycott ’ is a 
child of foreign extraction, born and reared in 
a country of oppression, and has no kindred or 
relations on American soil; that to adopt the 
boycott means to arbitrarily conspire to deprive 
the 
Chinese 
of 
the rights voluntarily 
granted to them 
by this Government, 
and wrest from American citizens 
the 
liberties and rights guaranteed 
by the 
Constitution of the United States, to set in 
motion all over this fair land persons leagued 
together for the purpose of forcibly controlling 
the few, to set at deiianee the laws of the State 
and nation, to form conspiracies in violation of 
law, and thereby deprive Americans, as well as 
Chinese, of their rights oi property and the con­ 
trol of the same, to introduce among a peaceful 
end law-abiding people a system of anarchy and 
rapine never before heard of in this country, 
and, finally, to reduce the standard of the civil­ 
ization of the American people.

T he F ish in C ache Slough. 
Citizens of Capay and neighborhood are 
finding fault with Moore's dam, in Cache 
creek, complaining that the fish cannot 
ascend the stream in consequence, and have 
sent a communication to the Y'olo county 
Supervisors on Ihe subject. Tbe Woodland 
Democrat says that the dam is so constructed 
that the fish, in attempting to run it. fall 
back on the apron, and thence are walhed 
back into the stream below the dam. The 
petition presented to tbe Board of Super­ 
visors states that some fish found below 
the dam are entirely unknown above. The 
cause of complaint is a just one, and can 
be easily remedied by tbe construction of 
fish ladders, or by a modification in the 
form of the lower part of the dam. The 
Board of Supervisors did not feel justified 
in acting in the matter, and referred the 
petition to the Fish Commissioners. The 
complaint will doubtless be considered by 
the Commission and instructions be given 
to the Board ot Supervisors as to the course 
best to pursue in order to preserve a supply 
of fish in all parts of the creek.

It is curious how very few of the men in 
“ society ” know what to do with their 
hands. To nine men out of ten the pres­ 
ent cimtoiu of leaving both bat and walk­ 
ing stick in the hall while making a call is 
a matter of positive misery, and makes it 
decidedly a case of " abandon hope all ye 
who enter here.” What a difference be­ 
tween men and women in this respect! 
Watch a man enter a drawing-room when 
making an afternoon call without his hat. 
After shaking bands with his hostess, and 
exchanging a few cursory remarks, and 
may be being presented to some people, bis 
hands instinctively seek his pockets and re­ 
main there until he is absolutely obliged to 
take them out, while a look of boredom 
and helplessness comes over his face. Mark 
the same man enter the room with his hat 
in his band; it is only an inanimate ob­ 
ject ; a thing of cardboard and silk ; but it 
makes a world of difference to its owner's 
comfort and presence of mind at that un­ 
happy moment; it is something to handle, 
something to rely on, and if conversation 
fails him he can anyhow smooth it, and 
have something to occupy his hands. At 
a tuusicale lie can look inside, and for the 
thousandth time read the maker's name 
and feel happy, as it saves him from gazing 
at the chandelier, while his auricular sense 
is being assailed by what he does not un­ 
derstand. 
A woman, on the contrary, will enter a 
room without even a muff, chat with her 
hostess, and eventually sit down with an 
at-home air, which at all events gives the 
onlooker the impression of perfect ease. 
Then, at a ball, not one man out of a thou­ 
sand can walk across the room when the 
tloor is empty, and walk naturally and un­ 
consciously. Into his pockets his hands 
go before half the distance has been trav­ 
ersed, and the man is happy once again 
and drops the attempt at “swagger,” which 
lie had assumed. 
Until lately fashion 
allowed men a sheet anchor at balls, by 
permitting them to carry crush hats, the 
ntaral support of which allowed them tobe 
at all events natural and seem at ease. 
Why cannot they carry them now? It 
gave them a distingue air, which at present 
is sadly lacking. Women have their fans 
and can toy with them Why not allow 
the male sex a small something to relieve 
their .feeling. 
In this respect women in New Y'ork de­ 
cidedly have the advantage over the men, 
and excel them in grace, hut in another 
way the male very decidedly has the ad­ 
vantage over the female sex, and that is 
the art of sitting down. While not one 
man out of a hundred is at home with 
nothing in his hands, not one woman out 
of a thousand is able to sit down in a chair 
gracefully and elegantly. A few, a very 
few, sit down, and their opposite neighbors 
can not determine whether their shoes are 
of English, French or American manufac­ 
ture, but these are quite the exception, and 
in a very small minority. In England all 
young girls are as regularly taught to sit 
down properly, just as they are taught how 
to play the piano and sew,* and that is by 
practice. Consequently female shoe-leather 
is by no means so apparent as it is in this 
country. 
At dances, more particularly, 
this is noticeable, as movements there are 
more hurried, and the place, music and 
conversation hinder attention to minor de­ 
tails, and the display of ankle is somewhat 
alarming and often by no means captivat­ 
ing. Very few women have really pretty 
feet, and the best made and best fitting 
cliasure will fail to hide defects in the pedal 
extremeties. Girls do not think of this 
when they " flop ” down into a chair, as 
many of them do, and should practice 
the art of sitting down before a cheval 
glass before they perform in public. At a 
dance recently given in this city a man 
present took the trouble during the ger­ 
man to walking around the room and 
make a count of the various degrees of 
open-Work hose visible. Out of about 
thirty couples only about five girls knew 
how to sit down, the rest shotting more or 
less ignorance or indifference in or to the 
art. That men do not like to see girls sit­ 
ting down like this is certain, as the re­ 
marks that arc made constantly testifv, 
and surely they need only be once told of 
it to rectify what detracts seriously from 
the appearance of many a sweet, prettv and 
simple girl.—[New York Hour. 
' 
Hair-Dressing.—Hair-drc-ssing is quite 
an agitating subject at present, especially 
to ladies who are no longer young, and to 
whom the present arrangement of piling 
the hair all upon the top of the head is not 
becoming. In fact, this manner of dress­ 
ing the hair is only becoming to a very few 
young faces, and the head must be shaped 
in a manner proper to such an arrange­ 
ment. 
If women would have the good 
sense to arrange the hair in the style that 
sets off their features to most advantage, 
without regard to fashion, very many of 
them would not look to be the frights that 
they are now. An invariable style is not 
suited to invariable dissimilarity. A great 
many ladies think it necessary to adopt the 
fashionable coiffure of the day for tbe sole 
reason that it is the fashion. If however,

NEW AMERICAN l’OKPEDO BOATS. 


An Ingenious Device th at Is D riven and 
S teered U nder W ater by E lectricity. 
The United Slates m ay be behind the 
world in naval armament and coast de- ¡ 
fenses, says the New York Tribune, but if 
all the inventions which keep bobbing up > 
to meet these long-felt wants were given a ! 
fair chance under the fostering influence of 
Congressional appropriations, this would be 
the most armed nation ill the world. 
The 
main tendency’ at present seems to be to­ 
ward torpedoes and submarine torpedo 
boats. 
In a large m achine shop on the east 
side of this city a number of torpedoes are 
being built for the Government on a plan 
which has received the approval of the en­ 
gineer at W illett's Point. 
One of them has 
been completed and tested, and is now in 
sections at the shop waiting to be packed 
up and shipped to W ashington. 
The motive power is electricity, and the 
current is supplied to it through a light 
cable from a dynamo on ship or on land. 
The motor is of the ordinary sim ple form— 
a dynamo reversed—and the coil fits into 
the body of the torpedo shell, which is of 
copper, eighteen inches in diameter. 
The 
cable is carried iu the torpedo shell and is 
paid out as it goes along. 
Thus the mec­ 
hanism can travel three or four m iles from 
its base of power. 
The cable does not have 
to he dragged through the water, hut lies 
«‘ationary and is spun out as a spider lets 
him self down by h is web. 
The torpedo 
itself is twenty-eight feet long and o f cigar 
shape. 
It will not float, but is submerged 
a lew feet and is supported by a raft of 
cork, which is twenty feet long and about 
two feet wide. 
Ti.-is can he riddled with 
shot without destroying its bnovant power. 
The charge of ”00 pounds of dynam ite is 
put in the bow. and the whole apparatus 
then weighs 3,700 pounds. 
Those built for 
experiment have bean driven at a speed of 
eleven m iles an hour. The propulsion is 
by a screw, the shait o f which is coupled 
directly to the shaft o f the motor’s arma­ 
ture. 
The same current that drives the 
motor actuates the magnets which control 
the rudder. 
Variations in the am ount of 
current affect a relay, which reverses the 
large magnets and m oves the rudder. 
Tire 
iron piece that runs from tlie forward end 
of the raft to the forward end of the tor­ 
pedo is sharpened to a knife edge in order 
to cut through any obstruction. 
W hen it 
can t cut its way through it dives under. 
Two little painted spheres raised several 
inches above the raft indicate the position 
of the torpedo and the direction in which 
it is pointed. 
The advantages of this system of torpedo 
management are numerous. 
Unlim ited 
power as long as the connection remains 
intact, invulnerability, the possibility of 
launching it long before the enemy is within 
range, keeping it m oving alongside, and 
discharging it in any direction wiiiie under 
tire, are a few of the more noticeable points. 
The danger of breaking tlie connecting 
wire and thus losing all control of the tor­ 
pedo is the main drawback. 
A little iron­ 
clad surrounded by a convoy of a dozen of 
these torpedoes m ight creep’ into the midst 
of a fleet and discharge them in all direc­ 
tions. 
They can be sent ahead to blow up 
a torpedo blockade in entering a harbor, 
while a fleet of them operated from the 
shore m ight be kept in motion to guard the 
m outh of a harbor frorh entrance.

P oints of a flood M ilker. 
A good m ilker must be able to eat a great 
deal of food. Milk cannot be made without 
something to make it from. 
The cow does 
not secrete m ilk from the air, but from her 
blood, and her blood is supplied from the 
food she eats. 
To eat a great deal a cow 
must have a strong jaw, and we may put 
this down as one of the marks of a good 
milker. 
A strong jaw does not necessarily 
require a big head, at leas', what is called a 
bud’s head, large in tlie upper part, but a 
strong lower jaw, with strong muscles to 
operate it. 
A ny expansion ot the head in 
other directions may bea detrimeni.as draw­ 
ing from her food to support it. 
A good m ilker must digest a great deal of 
food. 
This requires an ample stomach or 
stomachs, for the cow has four. 
A large 
stomach is indicated externally by a large 
abdomen and great breadth between the 
hips, or great breadth of loins. 
A judge of 
cows will tell you that a cow should be 
wedge-shaped, tapering from abdomen to 
nose. 
A good milker will have large m ilk veins 
—that is, large veins leading to the udder, 
under the belly. Those large veins indi­ 
cate a large milker. 
\\ hether what is called the escutcheon, 
the portion of the hind part of the udder 
and adjacent parts on which the hairs turn 
back in opposition to the general direction 
of the hair, is any indication of tlie m ilking 
qualities o f the cow, is a disputed ques­ 
tion. 
Many believe that where it is largo it 
indicates a good milker, whcresm all a (mor 
one. 
Others put no faith in it. 
A soft, velvet feeling of the skin, and a 
rich, yellow color, especially in the inside 
of the ears, is believed to indicate a rich 
milker, at least.it not a large one. 
It is 
believed to show a tendency to fat, and 
consequently butter.—[Rural H om e.

But they are not new ones. It 
lias been before this claimed that the rule 
with regard to employment of labor and 
the use of capital should he something dif­ 
ferent from that applied to commodities. 
On the basis of the idea that the State 
may dictate what a man shall pay for a 
service done at his own request, the so- 
called enforced arbitration measures are 
advanced. We are told that the laws of 
political economy relative to supply and 
demand must be superseded by newer, 
higher and better rules of action, to be 
promulgated by the State, and which are 
to read to the employer, “ Labor is not a 
matter of free contract and bargain. You 
shall neither determine that you will have 
it at sucli price as you choose to pay, nor 
shall you enter the market and set labor 
in bidding against itself.” That such a 
doctrine is a drift toward socialism is the 
opinion of the Tirritorial Enterprise of the 
6th, which believes that the claim that 
society—otherwise the majority—shall 
rule both capital and labor, is a dangerous 
doctrine and the establishment of a “ mas­ 
ter agency” of too great power to he toler­ 
ated in a free government. The Boston 
Globe makes bold to declare in favor of the 
doctrine, holding men should not he left to 
“ freedom of contract,” because it is not 
always a “ genuine article.” 
We have 
already said, and we do not think it can 
he successfully controverted, that the prac­ 
tical application of the “ new” doctrine in 
this country is impossible without revo­ 
lutionizing the fundamental and basic 
structure of the Republic. As society is 
now organized in this free government, the 
inalienable right is guaranteed to the 
citizen to make free contract—at which 
the Globe sneers—for any supply he 
desires. When the law attempts to limit 
this right it may set up the doctrine 
also, that no man shall receive more than 
a given sum for his labor. If this is not 
of Socialism, we do not know what is. If 
it is consistent with the charter of our 
liberties, then so, too, is any regulative 
measure to the extreme verge of destroy­ 
ing the last remnant of the liberty of the 
individual. It will not answer to say that 
freedom to contract for his labor is denied 
the laborer hv capitalistic combinations 
and the power of aggregated wealth, and 
therefore the State is justified by legisla­ 
ting for labor protection. The premise 
may he very true, and it may he admitted 
that combinations of capital can grind 
the laborer between the millstones of his 
necessity and the greed of employers. But 
what we are discussing now is, whether 
the remedy can be applied that is advo­ 
cated end the semblance of a republican 
form of- government remain. When the 
step is taken that prevents the exercise of 
the right of freedom of contract, we see 
hut one other to the worst form of Social­ 
ism. We are the friend of labor and for 
its full share in the rewards for its exer­ 
tion. Arbitration we believe to he a wise 
means to good ends in all issues. Arbitra­ 
tion before strikes always. It brings em­ 
ployer and employe into the relations they 
should always v ecupy toward each other— 
that of mutuality. But “ enforced arbi­ 
tration," it must lie clear to reflection, is no 
arbitration; it U simply State dictation. 
It is jiossible that it may be tried, 
hut that it is possible for it to succeed 
under our existing form of government we 
do not believe. Hostilities between capi­ 
tal and labor are always -deplorable, and 
all agencies that make them least frequent 
and le.ast harmful are beneficent. But to 
introduce into our system the doctrine 
that competition in the fieldsof labor must 
not exist is to inject Socialist virus into 
the economy of our Government. In this 
country Government derives its powers 
from the consent of the governed, and to 
these are assured inalienable rights, the 
deprivation of which in -ny degree nar­ 
rows the bounds within which consent 
may be exercised. If, now. Government 
is to become an agency for determining 
the right and wrong of an issue not inhe­ 
rently governmental in its character, lmt 
related to the exercise of an inalienable 
right, it must also be invested with the 


The children’s industrial exhibition in 
New York is a success. 
There is nothing 
but the homely shown ; that is to say, the 
fanciful and the decorative have been ex­ 
cluded, or at least do not appear in the 
ball, and an a result these are shown only 
articles of utility made by children ; cloth­ 
ing, bread, tools, furniture, models and 
examples of inventive genius. All the 
exhibitors are under 15 years of age, and 
there are a great many of them. The ex­ 
hibition is a teaching one, and full of sug­ 
gestion. It suggests the capacity of chil­ 
dren to produce articles of the common­ 
place with profit, and without injury to 
their physical being. 
it suggests how 
much better is the bread-tray for the 
training of the girl than the embroidery 
frame, and what a useful factor in a hoy’s 
life a hammer and saw in his hands are. 
Learning gained in youth in the practical 
of little things is of the very best serviee 
to the man when called to deal with great 
things. The manual training schools of 
the country, that of Chicago being a 
notable example, are proceeding in aright 
direction in the preparation of hoys and 
girls for self-helpful lives. 
One of th 
chief errors of the day is the neglect of 
parents to equip their children with 
the 
weaponry 
of 
skilled 
labor. 
This fatal neglect turns upon the world 
legions of youths without definite pur­ 
poses in life, struggling at the gates of 
trade, and puzzling their wits to make hap­ 
hazard livings. Machinery has narrowed 
and trade unionism almost closed the ave­ 
nues to trade learning, and unless parents 
themselves teach their children, or manual 
training schools take them in hand, all the 
chances are against a hoy knowing how to 
handle a hammer or wield a saw, or to do 
any of those many things tiiat every man 
should he able to do for himself. 
The 
father who teaches his boy how to use his 
hands in useful labor suited to his strength 
fits him the better for whatever vocation 
the lad may enter, and does a great deal to 
smooth his path in life. The mother who 
makes it a rule of action that her daugh­ 
ters shall know all the arts of house­ 
wifery, is but doing her duty. If she can. 
in addition, train the hands of the girl to 
some or several arts that are bread-win­ 
ning, she arms the coming woman against 
the world, and tempers and determines her 
character for her highest good. The boy 


The colony movement inaugurated here 
Thursday ought to be pressed. It is in a 
right direction. Properly conducted it is 
worth more to Sacramento than can now 
be well estimated. There is no chance for 
loss in it. It ought to be opened to men 
of limited means, and should be promoted 
to the securing at an early date of the 
occupancy of the tracts by numerous 
families. The colony tracts should he laid 
oil’ with broad avenues and roadways and 
goud approaches to every part, and every 
inducement held out to its early occupa­ 
tion on easy terms. It ought not to be en­ 
gaged in for speculation, hut to increase 
our contributing and trade-supporting 
population. 
We ought to have a half 
dozen colonies near to Sacramento. Like 
schemes have done so much for Kansas, 
Colorado and southern California that in 
the light of the experience there gained 
the promoters of the Sacramento plans 
need make no mistakes, lxtoking at the 
matter in all lights we can see nothing but 
good in it. Sacramento has the lands near 
by for colonics sufficient to accommodate 
thousands of industrious families, and what 
that means to a trade center it needs no 
one to detail. Even if our own people 
take a fourth of the lots, the colonies will 
prove a vast benefit to this city. Let the 
movement be pushed, discreetly managed 
and the speculators kept out, and in less 
than a year the profit to this whole people 
will be manifest. As we write comes the 
news of application to an immigration 
society by five hundred members of the 
Grand Army of the Republic for lands for 
eolcny purposes. Why should not Sacra 
mento secure this or a similar colony ? 
can present advantages in the matter of 
land, water and climate of the very strong 
est character.

He who 
trains and directs it rightly, is a benefac­ 
tor. It need not he a training of toil, an 
overtasking of strength, a grind, a burden ; 
lmt it may lie a keen pleasure, an occupa­ 
tion that in every sense is play, and still 
is educational. We believe with Edward 
Everett Hale that the “ how todo com­ 
mon things” is what is needed by our 
children. How many boys in great cities 
or a small one, know how to oil a wagon, 
milk a cow, glue joints of wood, hew to a 
line, sharpen a tool, make a box, swing an 
ax, drive a nail, adjust a harness, sew on 
a button, repair kitchen furniture, sink a 
screw, or a hundred other things that everv 
lad of 16 should be able to do?

IDEAL JOURNALISM, 
The Portland (Jregonian, prefacing that 
the ideal is seldom attainable, because usu­ 
ally absurd, and the vague creation of loose 
opinions and visionary notions, solilo­ 
quizes al Kint the ideal newspaper of which 
it lias been reading in a “ learned ” essay. 
The ideal journal, according to the "new 
idea,” is to he full without redundancy, 
and cheap without being meager, slipshod 
or poor. It is to contain only the essential 
news of the day, written in an intelligible 
and compact form; and from it all matters 
relating to trade, commerce, police rejiorts, 
routine a I Fairs or every-day transactions 
are to he excluded. These are to he left to 
special papers. The editorial comment is 
to be restricted to brief elucidation of the 
events of the day. The paper is to eschew 
everything of “ sensational” character, 
and particularly criminal news, and must 
contain no advertisements.

“And he is the best idealist who 
can press most of these means and instru­ 
ments into service for his particular pur­ 
pose, and can bring new agents and ener­ 
gies, and harness multiplied forces to the 
end he has in view. Journalism is npt to 
be made to soar by clipping its wings.”

The men are seldom met who do 
not entertain the belief that were they at

I t is stated that a large manufacturer 
in Maine proposes to avoid strikes and la­ 
bor difficulties by giving his employes an 
interest in the business, and that they have 
accepted the profler. Of these there are 
750. Wages are to be paid, and, besides, 
a share of net profits awarded according 
to the labor contributed. This isco-opera- 
tion. It is not new. It lias worked well 
in New Jersey, in England, aud in France 
lias long been successful. It may not be 
generallv known that it is in successful 
operation in Sacramento in at least one 
house, and has been for some years. It in­ 
sures economy in the conduct of the busi­ 
ness and the development of the best pos­ 
sible labor results. It has been extended 
to farming here and there, and is to he ap­ 
plied still more, and is being tried in Cal­ 
ifornia. There is no subject to-day before 
the people more important than this 
capital and lalior co-operative one, and yet 
none that is receiving less general atten­ 
tion. “We cannot at this time speak of it 
as is our intention, but this mav be said;

honestly engaged in it, the burden of proof 
is greatly in its favor. That it is not in 
broader operation in America to-day is 
due to unwarranted lack of confidence on 
the part of labor in capital, and of trust 
by capital in labor—and coupled with 
these is lack of that general information 
on the subject which, when once thought­ 
fully considered by our jieople, will be­ 
come popular, and practically put an end 
to the labor issues that now rack the 
country.

over 30 inches. The average rainfall for 
the month of April during the past thirty- 
five years waa 1.91 inches. Tlie present 
m onth to date has precipitated 1.24 inches 
or .07 ot an inch lees than the average of 
many years, and only nine davs of this 
month have expired. Tlie largest am ount 
of rainfall for April was in 1880,when 14 20 
inches was measured. The least amount 
in April occurred in 1857 and 1875, when 
the am ount was inappreciable, being only 
a sprinkle. There is, therefore, 14 20 inches 
difierence between the dryest and the wet­ 
test April in thirtv-fivc years 
The weather at 7 o’clock last night was 
clear at mm Diego, Los Angeles, San Luis 
Obispo and Kee.er, and raining at San 
Francisco, sacram ento and Red Bluff.

In F a v o r o f th a C ity. 
Judge McFarland, in Department Two 
of the Superior Court yesterday, rendered 
an oral decision in the mandam us case of 
George E. Bates vs. J. N. Porter, City Treas­ 
urer, recently heard and taken under ad­ 
visement. Petitioner asked that tlie Treas­ 
urer be directed to place 55 per cent, of the 
gross receipts for water rates in the bond 
sin kingand interest fund. The Judge denied 
the petition for a writ of mandate, holding 
that under the law only 55 per cent, of the 
net, and not the gross, receipts were to be 
so set apart. Tlie law of 1858 provides 
that such a per cent, of the revenue aris­ 
ing from water rates 'hou'.d go into the 
sinking and interest fund, and it was 
claimca by llates that this m eant per­ 
centage of the whole receipts. He also 
claimed that trie law of RS03 was uncon­ 
stitutional, r.s it sought to interfere with a 
contract bet ween the bondholders and the 
city, which could not be violated. Judge 
decided that the law of 1863 
was constitutional; and, further, that the 
language ot the law of 1858 does not bear 
the construction of gross receipts—that the 
word “ revenue*sim ply meant profits. An 
appeal will probably be taken to the Su­ 
preme Court.

Peter Eleliebarne, of Sati Jose.bas applied 
for letters of administration upon the estate 
of Charlotte Pnrkhurst in Santa Cruz county. 
The story of Charlotte’s lile is thus told by 
th e Santa Cruz S urf; 
Earlv in the spring of 1843 there lived 
near tlie little village of Sandusky, in Ohio, 
Frederick M. Parkhurst, his w tfj and only 
daughter, Charlotte, the latter at that time 
a young woman of 20, and as far as can be 
learned, 
prepossessing in 
appearance. 
About the time mentioned an acquaintance 
sprang up between Miss Parkhurst and the 
town Postmaster, a dashing young West- 
ener. Their acquaintance ripened quickly 
into affection and love upon Miss Park- 
hurst’s part, which seemed also to be re­ 
ciprocated bv the young Postmaster. The 
old, old story was told in the little town 
one April morning when it was found that 
Charlotte, or “ Lottie” Parkhurst, as she 
was known, had disappeared—gone no one 
knew whither.

searched for the girl for months, without 
success, and tinaliv concluded that she had 
destroyed herself.

o f y o u n g C h arley P a rk h u rs t.

fact “ th e w h ip ” o f th e h o u r a n d p rid e o f 
th e “ p ro fessio n .” 
F o r years P a rk h u rs t w as a stage d riv er 
a n d a decade ago m an ip u la te d th e rib b o n s 
o v er a team ru n n in g betw een th is city and 
W at^p n v ille. 
T o k n o w C h arley P a rk h u rs t, 
o r “ o ne-eyed C h a rley ,” as h e w as called, 
w as to respect a n d a d m ire h im . 
T irin g o f 
stag e-d riv in g , P a rk h u rs t so u g h t m o re con­ 
g e n ial p u rsu its, a n d w as a t o n e tim e a sta­ 
tio n ag en t for a stage co m p an y w hose 
coaches p lied b etw een th is city a n d W a t­ 
so n ville. 
A fter a n ev en tfu l career in C alifornia, 
e x te n d in g o v er a period of m o re th a n th irty 
y ears, P a rk h u rs t w as o n e m o rn in g found 
d ead in h is bed. 
In v estig atio n by th e a u ­ 
th o ritie s su m m o n ed to th e bed sid e re ­ 
vealed th e a sto n ish in g fact th a t C harley 
P a rk h u rs t, p io n eer an d celeb rated Je h u , 
w as a w om an. 
S u b se q u e n t in v estig atio n s by p arties in ­ 
terested m th e se ttle m e n t o f a sm a ll estate 
left by th e deceased dc-veloped th e facts 
g iv en in th e n a rra tiv e above. 
T h e id e n tity 
o f C h a rlo tte P a rk h u rs t, o r C h arley P a rk - 
liu rsi, as sh e w as k n o w n in C alifornia, w as 
estab lish ed b ey o n d d o u b t. 
Miss Parkhurst died on the night of De­ 
cember 29. 187!), and it is a singular fact 
that until to-day, after a lapse of over six 
years, no effort has been made either by 
public officers or friends of the woman to 
settle up the estate she left. Indeed, the 
exact value or description of the estate 
seems yet to be shrouded in mystery. Miss 
Parkhurst had. previous to her*decease, told 
m any of her friends of hc-r lack of confi­ 
dence in banks, and that she had intrusted 
to nature’s strong-box, the earth, all of her 
savings. 
A written note found among her effects 
directed the payment to one of her friends 
of a small am ount of money found in a 
buckskin purse in her cabin. This, so far 
as known, is all of her estate administered 
upon. 
It may he added that at one time “ Char­ 
ley" Parkhurst was put in possession of 
and held a disputed tract of land, now val­ 
ued at $20,000, when the struggle over the 
property was so bitter that only a brave 
and determined man was believed to bo 
equal to the task of holding it. 


P la n fo r tlie T eo n esse C am p a ig n . 
It lias become a maxim which few men 
of experience w ill be found to contradict, 
“ that there is a woman at the bottom of 
every event,” but it will be news to many 
th at to a woman is due the credit for the 
plan of the Tennessee campaign. Such, 
however, is the case. Anna Ella Carroll, 
in tlie April num ber of the A'urth American 
iicview, occupies six pages in asserting her 
claims to the honor. 
Miss Carroll begins her article with a 
reference to the secession speeches of Sen­ 
ator Breckinridge in the Senate in 18t!l, 
and of her reply to them. She says : 
‘‘As soon as iL (her reply) was printed I 
sent a copy to the President, throu-li Attor­ 
ney-General Bates. Mr. Lincoln returned 
his grateful thanks, saying that it was the 
best defense of his rule that any one had 
ever made. Mr. Ham lin, the Vice-Presi­ 
dent, also expressed his gratitude, as did 
also the various members of the Cabinet. 
This paper was largely circulated by the 
W ar Department as a ' war measure.’ ” 
During the sum mer months Miss Carroll 
devoted her tim e to writing “ to put the 
people in possession of the true theory of 
our Government and to define and defend 
the war powers it possesses." but in the 
autum n, “ in compliance with an under­ 
standing from the Assistant Secretary of 
W ar, Colonel Thomas A. Scott, indorsed 
by Mr. Lincoln,” she went West, to in­ 
form herself as to the military and politi­ 
cal situation in that quarter. She went 
first to Chicago and subsequently to St. 
Louis, at which latter place she remained 
several weeks. 
The librarian of the Mercantile Library 
in St. Louis was, at the time of her visit, a 
brother of Albert Sidney Johnson, the Con­ 
federate Ger,eral?and from him she gained 
much information of what was intended 
by the Confederates. H er account of her 
conversation with him is interesting and 
some of her rem arks are amusing, like the 
follow ing: 
“ I went to General Frem ont’s. 
He was 
absent on one of his expeditions. His wife 
was in command in St. Louis.” 
The method which she assumed to find 
out the navigability of the Tennessee 
and Cumberland rivers was ingenious. 
She seems to have spared no pains to ob­ 
tain reliable information, and consulted 
both the river pilots and their wives. H av­ 
ing formulated a plan, she proceeded to 
W ashington and lajd it before Colonel 
Thomas A. Scott, who in turn laid it be­ 
fore the President, who approyed it and 
put it in execution. 


A re w e L o sin g O n r T e e th ? 
The alternative its to whether man was 
created or developed can no longer be 
raised, now that we are exercising the free 
use of our reason. Man’s dentition has to 
be judged from our experiences made in 
the mammalian group, lienee, first of ail, 
it is a reduced dentition. True-, we do not 
know the definite stages by which it was 
attained in man, any more than we do in 
the case of the anthropomorphoids, and ail 
the other apes of the Old World, but we 
shall not hesitate to maintain that the an­ 
cestors of man possessed a fuller number 
of teeth as long as deductions are justified 
from the observation of facts. Our teeth 
have decreased in 
num ber during the 
course of our goologico-zoological develop­ 
m ent ; we iiave lost on either side, above 
and below, two incisors, two premolars and 
one molar. By this we transfer ourselves 
back to those periods from which the jaw 
of the ofocyou has been preserved. Baume, 
our eminent odontologist, in a recent work 
which we have repeatedly referred to, has 
successfully followed and pointed out cases 
of atavism or reversion in the hum an jaw. 
by tracing cases of “ surplus" teeth—and 
certain dental formations met with in the 
jaws ip a large percentage of cases—back 
to those portions of the jaw in the animal 
ancestors of man which have disappeared 
in the course of ages.—[Oscar Schuiidt, in 
Popular Science M onthly for April. 


D ig g in g lo r a n A n te d ilu v ia n M o n ster. 
Dr. L. M. Green, of Woodbury, N. J., 
who now owns the Mickle farm, near that 
town, proposes to dig for the petrified re­ 
mains of a supposed antediluvian monster, 
which was found in a marl bed on the 
farm forty years ago, but which lias never 
been entirely unearthed. The story of the 
discovery of the petrified remains and the 
failure to unearth tlie relic reads somewhat 
strange at this late day. The discovery was 
made by some laborers who were working 
in a marl pit on the Mickle farm. Aston­ 
ished at finding such a strange object the 
men proceeded to unearth it. 
Lengthwise 
it was found to extend beyond the sides of 
the pit, and it was evident that a great 
am ount of excavating would be necessarv 
to fully expose it and learn its true charac­ 
ter. Enough liad been seen of it, however, 
to convince the men that they had come 


upon the petrified remains of an enormous 
lizzard-like creature which had existed | 
long before the creation of man. 
The j 
workmen were compelled to desist from 
their labor by the approach of night, bin 
intended to resume the task the next 
morning. Unfortunately during the night 
a heavy rain began, the sides of the pit 
caved in and the excavation in the vicinity 
of the great saurian was filled with water 
and earth. The search for the relic 
then abandoned for a more opp j r tnne 
time, but it was never resumed. ”,(le farm 
now belongs to Dr. Green, and when he de­ 
cided to resume the starch cor the antedi­ 
luvian monster a num ber f,f scientific gen­ 
tlemen volunteered tq share the expense 
with him . Jam es Mickle, who was born 
on the farm named, was a small boy at the 
time of the discovery, but remembers 
nearly the location of the pit. He is una­ 
ble to designate, however, the exact spot. 
[Philadelphia Record. 


I.lito F a n c ie s in H a rb erin g . 
'• Do you want your hair dressed V” asked 
a barber a day or two ago, after lio had fin­ 
ished shaving his customer. 
“ Yes, of course,” said the customer. 
“ You will excúsem e for asking you," 
said tlie barber, “ but I suppose you know 
the style has changed now, so that the 
barbering business ain’t what it was by 
about 800 per cent. Our swell customers 
don’t have their hair dressed at all. Théy 
simply run a comb through it, make a 
half-way pari, and let it lie as it will. It 
looks kinder careless and distinguished 
you know, and not as though gotten up 
for the occasion. A few of our customers 
have their hair brushed dry and parted ac­ 
curately, but they are in the very small mi­ 
nority. As for oil, we no longer keep it in 
the shop, though we have a little grease 
constantly on hand for tlie old-fashioned 
customers who like it. As near as 1 can 
understand from what our swell customers 
say, they hate to smell as if they’d come 
from a barber shop. 
“ A good many club men who conte here 
just h av e# h e razor passed over the face 
once, and do not have bay rum put on the 
chin or on the hair. It looks pretty well, 
too, to my mind, because people wear their 
hair short now, and if the hair is cut short 
and allowed to grow as it will, it is apt to 
give the appearance of the head a better 
outline than if the hair is oiled and plas­ 
tered down solidly. 
“ It is the same way with nten who wear 
beards. Only a few years ago customers 
always had a little something to put on 
their beards to make them stay right, and 
they took kindly to a spray of perfume 
after the work was done. Nothing of that 
sort goes now, however. Beards arc usually 
trim m ed close and brushed dry. It is a big 
difference from what it was when I went 
into the business. At that tim e custoiuers 
kept bottles of lavender water at the shop, 
used grease sometimes and coloring mat- 
.,ter, insisted on being shaved close to the 
skin, and when they went out of the shop 
and walked abroad anybody knew where 
they’d been if he didn't come within ten 
feet of them. Any man could be a barber 
now adays; but it took an artist to arrive at 
any eminence in his profession when I 
started in.”—[New York Mail and Ex­ 
press. 


E l e p h a n t I n t e l l i g e n c e .— The author o f 
“ Twe Years in the Jungle,” Mr. Hortia- 
day, defends the elephant from the charge 
that its sagacity is of a very mediocre de­ 
scription, and its reasoning faculties are 
far below those of the dog and possibly 
other animals. Ho declares it to be the 
most intelligent of all animals. “ A horse,” 
he remarks, “ which will promptly hack at 
the word of command, or a dog that will 
back or stand on its hind legs when told to 
do so, is considered quite accomplished; 
but in India any well-trained elephant, a ta 
word or touch from his driver, who sits 
astride his neck, will "hand up,’ ‘kneel,’ 
‘speak’ (trumpet), ‘salaam’ (salute with his 
trunk), stop, back, lie down, pull down un 
obstructing 
branch, gather fodder and 
‘hand up’ to his attendant, turn or lift a 
log, or drag it by taking its drag-ropc be­ 
tween his teeth. H e will also protect his 
attendants or attack a common enemy 
with fury. 
* * * Contrast with this the 
performances of our most intelligent breed 
of dogs, the pointer. Even when young 
and trained under the most favorable cir­ 
cumstances, tic v arc at best but capable of 
being taught a few things, as to ‘go on,’ to

drowned person, are those ap- 
prove.^ by the American Medical Asaocia- 
¿?o r., and have been adopted by the United 
‘ states Life-Saving Service : 
I. To drain off W ater from the Chest 
and Stomach—Instantly strip the patient 
to the waist. Place him face downward, 
the pit of the stomach being raised above 
the level of the m outh, by a large, hard roll 
of clothing placed beneath it. Throw your 
weight, forcibly, two or three times, for u 
moment or two, upon the patient's back, 
placing your hands between and below the 
shoulder-blades on each side, so as to press 
all fluids from the stomach out of the 
m outh. 
II. To perform Artificial Breathing— 
Quickly turn the patient upon his back, the 
roll of clothing being so placed beneath as 
to make the breast-bone the highest point 
of the body. Kneel beside or astride the 
patient's hips. 
Grasp front part of the 
chest on either side of the pit of the stom­ 
ach, resting your fingers along the spaces 
between the short ribs. 
Brace your elbows 
against your sides, and steudily grasping 
and pressing forward and upward, throw 
your whole weight upon the chest so 
grasped, gradually increasing the pressure 
while you cun 
count one—two—three; 
then suddenly let go with a final push, 
which springs you back to your first posi­ 
tion. Rest erect upon your knee while you 
can count one—tw o ; then make pressure 
again as before, repeating the entire m o­ 
tions at first about tour or five times a m in­ 
ute, gradually increasing to about ten or 
twelve times. 
Use the same regularity as 
in blowing bellows, and as is seen in natu­ 
ral breathing, which you are imitating, 
if 
another person he present, let him , with 
one hand, by means of a dry piece of linen, 
hold the tip of the tongue out of one cor­ 
ner of the mouth, and with the other hand 
grasp both wrists and pin them to the 
ground above the patient s head. 
III. After-treatment—After breathing has 
become natural, dry the patient briskly; 
or, if it can be accomplished without inter­ 
fering with the immediate efforts to restore 
breathing, this may be done previously by 
a second assistant. 
W rap the patient in 
blankets only, and let him be kept perfectly 
quiet. Take the precaution to provide a 
free circulation ol air within the room. 
The following additional suggestions are 
given : 
1. Avoid delay. 
A mom ent may turn 
the scale for life, or for death. Dry ground, 
shelter, stim ulants, etc., at this moment are 
nothing; artificial breathing is everything, 
is the one remedy ; all other means are sec­ 
ondary. 
If the breathing has but just 
ceased, a sm art slap on the lace or stomach 
will sometimes start it again, and may be 
tried incidentally. 
2. l’reventthecrow dingof friendsaround 
tiie patient, and thus excluding currents of 
air; also from attem pting to adm inister any 
stim ulant before the patient is breathing 
regularly and is well able to swallow ; the 
first promotes suffocation—the second, fatal 
choking. 
3. Do not be im patient of results. Any 
time within two hours you m 
b e on the 
very threshold of success, without there be­ 
ing any sign of it. There are instances on 
record where breathing has been restored 
after having ceased for an hour or more.

A D isc o v e ry W o r th K n o w in g .—A valu­ 
able discovery has been made, whereby the 
faded ink on old parchments may he sore- 
stored as to render the writing perfectly 
legible. The process consists in moistening 
the paper with water, and then passing 
over the lines in writing a brush, which 
has been wet in a solution of sulphide of 
ammonia. The writing will immediately 
appear quite dark in color, and this color, 
in the case of parchment, it will preserve. 
Records which were treated in this way in* 
the Germanic Museum in Nuremberg, ten 
years ago, are still in the same condition 
as immediately after the application of the 
process. On paper, however, the color 
gradually lades again ; but it may be re­ 
stored at pleasure by the application of the 
sulphide. The explanation of the action 
of this substance is very sim ple; the iron 
which enters into the composition of the 
ink is transformed by the reaction into the 
black sulphide.—[Bookmaker.

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


To darken light mahogany anil cherry, 
bichromate of potash dissolved in water is 
excellent and gives it the appearance of 
age. 
Wash ivory well in soap and water, with 
a small brush to clean the carvings, and 
place while wet in full sunshine. Wet for 
two or three days several times a day with 
soapy water, still keeping it in the sun with 
a glass shade over; then wash again and it 
will be beautifully white. 
flood glue, mixed with about one-quar 
ter its bulk of tine wood ashes, makes a 
strong cement impervious to oil. G utta­ 
percha dissolved in bisulphide of carbon 
makes a strong cement not very easily 
penetrated by oil. 
Make the cement as 
thick as treacle. Warm the parts to be ce­ 
mented and press together tightly. 
An ex cellen t dish for breakfast is made 
of six eggs and three tab’espoonfuls of ham 
chopped very fine; beat the eggs, and, after 
melting a lump of butter in the frying-pan, 
drop the eggs into it and »tir the ham in ; 
the kam has, of course, been cooked, either 
fried or boiled ; season with pepper. This 
is a good way to nse up pieces of meat that 
are left from dinner. 
The cleaning out of kitchen boilers is sel­ 
dom. if ever, thought of. 
All sediment 
cocks should lib left open at least once a 
week for the space of fifteen minutes, so as 
to clean and wash out all 1 ul sediment. 
Oftentimes when complaint is made that 
the water smells, or that it doesn’t heat 
properly, the real cause will be found to 
arise irotn this neglect alone.

The W oodland Democrat, referring to the 
railroad contemplated to run front Yolo 
county to Clear Lake and terminating at 
this end at Sacramento, says :

As 
a result, Madison has been connected with 
Elm ira instead of with Woodland, where 
ail of her interests center. The question 
now comes up in a new and a vigorous 
form. Clear Lake is to have an outlet some­ 
where, either through Napa valley, by the 
way of Williams, through Pufah canyon or 
by the Capay valley route. 
The Lake 
county people are said to be willing to aid 
such an enterprise with $200,000, the route 
being quite immaterial so that it touches 
Lower and Upper Lake. No more direct 
route could be planned or suggested than 
that through the productive Capay vallev, 
It that section of Yolo county ever expects 
to have railway connection with the rest of 
the world, it must act, and that without de­ 
lay. If an effort is made, the original com­ 
pany could probably be incorporated with 
a capital of $1,000.000. W ealthy farmers 
along the proposed line can well afford to 
take stock, and everyone can without doubt 
give the right of way.

The growth 
ol pauperism was even more marked dur­ 
ing the following three years, the statistics 
showing that in 1880 no fewer than 40,815 
families, comprising 125,735 members, were 
depending upon relief.

quently, the 
num ber 
of paupers had 
been doubled. The misery displayed by 
these figures would be still greater if a very- 
large num ber of families who could no 
longer gain support in the Capital had not 
left it. The depopulation of i ’aris by em i­ 
gration during the last three years is es­ 
timated at between 40,000 and 60,000 per­ 
sons. An authority on the subject, Leroy- 
Beaulieu, has made a calculation according 
to which the population of Paris has de­ 
creased by 150,1X10 persons. Among the 
180,000 requiring relief, all classes—from 
the gatherer of rags and scavenger to the 
artist and man of letters—are represented. 
During the couise of last year a new class— 
that of shop assistants and merchants’ 
clerks—has been added, owing to the great 
depression in trade. The misery at presen 
existing in Paris constitutes a fruitful 
source of danger for the future of the capital.

T h e y l» su e a n A d tlie w , A p p o in t a n E x ­ 
e c u tiv e C o m m itte e a n d A d jo u rn . 
Tlie Farm ers’ and Grangers’ Conference 
reconvened at 8 a . m . yesterday. The at­ 
tendance was not so large as that of the 
day before, many of the advocates of the 
formation of a new party having gone 
borne in disgust. 
The following address was adopted unan­ 
im ously : 
To the Producer», Partners am i Manufacturers of 
(M ifetrnin: T he farm ers, ia co nsultation in Sac­ 
ram en to . A pril 8th a n d 9tli, h av in g for its ob­ 
je c t th e devisem ent o f m eans to red u ce th e on­ 
e ro u s an d grievous burdens of tax atio n , adopted 
th e follow ing resolutions, w h ich th ey su b m it to 
y o u r serious eousideration. 
T h ere would seem to be no w ay o f reform ing 
th e ’abuses. now o f great m agnitude, ex istin g in 
o u r’ State an d county adm in istratio n s, only by 
leg islativ e action.

To m ake the 
fw rallel com plete, the subsequent period 
pretty nearly corresponds to th at lim e 
w hich was to succeed the m illennium , 
w hen the devil was to be unchained, riot 
ru n rife, and confusion reign. A t the East, 
in Europe, everyw here, men seem to have 
forgotten all 
about 
honor, tru th 
and 
ju s tic e ; have turned their backs upon all 
th a t is good, pure and holy, and are de­ 
term ined, apparently, to 
do th e worst 
th in g s they can do. 
If we áre wise m en, 
good and true, we will do all in our pow er 
in aid o f individual rights, th e support of 
th e G overnm ent, and the 


MAINTENANCE OF LAW ANP OKDEK. 
We must put down with a strong arm 
th e evil-doer, no mafter if he is among 
those who occupy high places. U nfortu­ 
nately, aggregated capital, great wealth with 
its lever, corporation, lias turned the part 
o f a tyrant and sought to secure special 
legislation to build upon ill-gotten wealth. 
Does it follow that we should commit a 
second crime? Two wrongs never make a 
right. 
Let us punish the wrong-doer, 
w ithout distinction as to wealth or station. 
W e have more to fear from the other ex­ 
trem e than we have from wealth bac' 'I 
by* corporations. 
The Chinese agitation 
and kindred movements is am oral disease, 
eating at the very vitals of our civilization. 
The origin, source and genesis of all these 
agitations m ankind will not recognize, but 
it is so simple that the smallest child can 
readily apprehend—and that is, that values 
cannot be fixed by statutory enactment. 
AU labor troubles' grow out of the fact 
that labor 
values cannot be fixed by 
law . 
Our safety, security, maintenance 
of order, perpetuity of government, depends 
upon our m aintaining the dignity and 
supremacy of the law* of the land. Statu­ 
tory enactments cannot fix values, but we 
are asked to establish a value for a day s 
work. The country is being wrecked and 
desolated by the demand, and the lawless 
m eans used to enforce that demand. W hy 
should they not ask with equal propriety 
that a value be placed upon a bushel of 
w heat? W hy are they different? Why 
3hould a value be placed upon a day’s 
work and not upon the product of ye,ur 
labor? They regard the farmer as having 
no rights, associated labor has them all, 
and their assumed rights they intend to 
enforce at the point of the bayonet, 


TEAM FLING ON ALL LAW. 
T he farmer occupies a middle position, 
with aggregated capital on one side and the 
associated irresponsible rabble on the other, 
each striking at the fundamental life of 
the nation, one in its endeavor to make 
capital monarch, the other to tear down, 
destroy and make everything chaos. The 
responsibility 
and 
dignity rests upon 
us 
to 
preserve 
order 
and 
m ain­ 
tain 
the 
Government. 
W hile 
some 
are assaulting 
the 
law 
and 
rights 
and interests of their fellow-inen, the 
farmer stands for law and order and the in­ 
tegrity of the Government. 
He asserted 
th at without the restraining power of the 
agricultural element of our population the 
Government 
would 
not 
stand twelve 
m onths. He said the assertion might seem 
ridiculous, but he was convinced that if the 
agriculturists could be removed from the 
political elements anarchy, chaos and des­ 
potism would speedily result. The farmers 
should realize the dignity and responsi­ 
bility resting upon them, and see to it that 
they redeem the pledge they have accepted 
front their forefathers, and transm it the 
trust unimpaired to posterity.
